Walled City of Loyang

CHUNGKING, May 17.—Japanese armored forces were 
reported today to have broken into the walled city of Loyang, 
in northwestern Honan, and a communique said other enemy 
columns had plunged on more than 60 miles to the west, 
burning and looting the countryside and massacring Chinese 


villagers. 

Official reports indicated that 
the invaders, numbering possibly 
100,000 men and spearheaded by 
hundreds of tanks, were over- 
running all of northwestern 
Honan in a whirlwind drive that 
menaced Shensi province and the 
northeastern approaches to 
Chungking itself. 

The main enemy force was re- 
ported battering against outnum- 
bered and poorly-equipped Chinese 
troops inside Loyang, the former 
Chinese headquarters in Honan, 
and the Central News Agency said 
bloody fighting was underway in 
the city’s streets. 

The communique did not directly 
confirm the reported Japanese 
breakthrough, but acknowledged 
that the enemy “launched furious 
assaults” on the city after a day- 
long battle on its outer defences. 

Meanwhile, smaller enemy col- 
umns cut their way westward along 
the. Lunghai railway to within 50 
miles of Tungkwan, an important 
Chinese base just west of the Shen- 
si-Honan border.

Bank Deposits

banks and substitute savings cer- 
tificates payable on demand so 
the depositor could draw the 
money as desired from the banks.

500 recorded since last week-end's 
totals, This means both individuals 
and large buyers are well over their 
minimum objectives, which, at the 
start of the loan were set at $525,- 
000,000 and $675,000,000 respectively.

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Blood Plasma Substance 
Curbs Measles Epidemics 


By FRANK CAREY 

WASHINGTON, May 17—(AP) 
—A new medical weapon for pre- 
venting measles epidemics has 
been developed from a substance 
extracted from blood plasma 
given by volunteer donors in the 
Red Cross program, the United 
States war department disclosed 
yesterday, 

The possibility was suggested 
that the same substance might 
provide means of fighting other 
contagious diseases, including 
diphtheria, scarlet fever and ty- 
phoid fever. 

The matreial is a protein sep- 
arated from blood plasma and 
known as “gamma globulin.” 

Globulin is obtained from the 
blood of persons who have had 
measles contains so-called anti- 


bodies against the disease. When 


* injected into the muscles of a per- 


son who is exposed to measles, 
the material will, in most cases, 
prevent him from developing the 
sickness, the war department said. 

Injections of “gamma globulin” 
will be given to soldiers exposed 
to measles. 

Data indicating the effective- 
ness of the material has been ob- 
tained on more than 1,000 indi- 
viduals. Most of the work was 
done in army camps, 

The work grew out of the fun- 
damental studies on blood plasma 
carried on by Dr. Edwin J. Cohn, 
a leading authority on the chemis- 
try of the blood, at Harvard medi- 
cal school. Cohn succeeded in 
separating plasma by chemical 
means into its components.

“A sound and well balanced trade 
must take into account a proper 


balance between imports and ex- 
ports,” he said, 

Now at unprecedented levels, 
Canada’s foreign trade is 80 per- 
cent abnormal and temporary 
wartime trade, he said, and 20 
per cent is normal and perman- 
ent. The latter sector, he said, 
would be the basis on which “we 
shall have to rebuild the whole 
structure of our export trade for 
the future,” 

Like Mr. MacKinnon, Mr, ‘Tow- 
ers touched on the need for Canada 
to be prepared to accept imports. 
The Bank of Canada had no author- 
ity to blueprint the future of Can- 
ada, he said, and it was obvious that | 
while during war the people were 
united in one objective under fed- 
eral initiative, in time of peace, 
there would be a number of objec- 
tives and initiative would be divid- 
ed among several governments, fed- 
eral and provincial. But high in- 
come and high employment must 
take foreign trade into account. 

“No possible increase in domestic 
production alone,” he said, “will

LONDON, May 17—Military ob- 
servers said today that the Allied 
air offensive softening western Eur- 
ope for invasion is far ahead of 
schedule despite a four-day lull en-

Speedy Mosquito bombers of the 
Royal Air Force kept the campaign 
alive during the night by braving 
the gales which have grounded the 
great aerial fleets to crash perhaps 
100 tons of explosives on Berlin, 
rasping the nerves of the Nazi 
capital. 

Again today the storm-lashed 
skies were clear of the air fleets 
which in a month of non-stop at- 
tack planted nearly 85,000 tons of 
bombs on Nazi strongholds from 
Czechoslovakia and Poland to the 
channel coast.

NEAR HITLER LINE 

The German - controlled Paris 
radio reported the Allies had 
achieved a local break-through in 
the Liri valley, where the Eighth 
army was said to be attempting to 
cut the Cassino road. 

While French troops under Gen. 
Alphonse Juin capitalized their 
gains south of the Liri valley, Am- 
erican forces at the lower end of 
the Garigliano valley seized Mt. 
San Angelo, a 4,500-foot peak over- 
looking the Wifler line. 

The advance brought the Amer- 
icans to the outer defences of the 
line itself at the westernmost 
point yet reached by the Allied 
forces in their six-day-old offen- 
sive. 

American troops in the Tyrrhen- 
jan sector captured Scauri on the 

coast road without opposition and 
drove on toward Formia, southern 
anchor of the Hitler line another 
four miles to the west. Castel- 
lonorato, two miles northwest of 
Scauri and an important mountain 
top observation point, also was 
taken by the Americans, 


FRENCH ADVANCE 

Some six miles to the north, the 
French contacted the Hitler line 
at the base of Mt. D'Oro after an 
advance of more than 4,000 yards— 
over two miles—southwest from 
San Giorgio toward Esperia, one 
of the main strongholds in the line, 
and believed the site of German 

headquarters for the area.

WITH THE 8TH ARMY IN 
ITALY, May 17.—(CP)—To 
cross the Rapido river in the 
wake of war that stood still 
near its banks for months and 
then lurched past in one sav- 
age sweep is to see things like 
these: 

Hay and grain stands high and 
healthy in the fields; one of sev- 
eral boons nature provided for 
German snipers ... the Rapido 
runs fast through a shallow val- 
ley that stretches flat toward a 
rise of ground studded with posi- 
tions from which the enemy met 
the river crossing and which 
were the first objective of the 
Allied tanks and infantry... 

Here and there elm trees dot 
ground which is pocked and torn 
with holes from the shells that 
came down during the opening 
barrage ... here and there are 
stone and mortar farmhouses, 
crumbled remains after months in 
the front line .., a pathetic file 
of peasants move down a road 
carrying possessions to homes they 
have to find elsewhere .. . 
CONSTANT SMOKE CLOUD 

Smoke pots pour out a constant 
cloud to hide the bridges flung 
across the river during the first hec- 
tic day, bridges which became tar- 
gets for enemy artillery, mortars 
and planes... 

In the background every trail 
to the bridges is marked by dust 
rising about the green of the 
trees and fields in clouds that 
never subside because the flow of 
traffic will never let them... 

On a hillside sit infantrymen who 
lay in these fields during the first 
day and night of the offensive, 
pinned down by Germans on the 
hill where they now are relaxed 

. nearby tankmen relax too, or 
work on tanks that spearheaded the 
drive into the Gustav line, broke 
up the positions that pinned the 
infantrymen, 


said at a press conference, “Nor 
are yoy in America standing still. 
We are always trying to improve.” 
| But he warned there is always 
| the possibility of Germany pro- 
ducing something equally new and 
destructive. 


years old and blind from the results 
of a German bomb hitting a rein- 
forced concrete building in which 
he was working in 1940, was direc- 
tor of armament development in 
the ministry of aircraft production. 


SAW POSSIBILITIES 

He saw the possibility of increas- 
ing air-raid efficiency by using 
heavier ammunition. Under his 
direction the design developed 
through the stages from 2,000- 
pounders through to the 12,000- 
pound monsters which have been 
raining upon German targets since 
last December. 


Value of these monsters was 
their wide area of destruction 
which offset the possibility of a 
near-miss by the bomb aimer, 
They also enabled fewer bomb- 
ers to do greater damage. 

“We are waiting eagerly to see 
what they will doto the ramshackle 
buildings of Tokyo,” Huskinson 
said, 

About the largest bombs Ger- 
mans had dropped on Britain were 
5,000-pounders and there had not 
been many of these recently. 


LEVEL CITY BLOCK 

“I know from experience what 
even that size bomb can do to a 
reinforced concrete building,” 
Commodore Huskinson said. 

He judged that a 12,000-pound 
bomb with a direct hit, could level 
a city block, 

Huskinson came here last year 
with a British mission of experts 
to share bomb secrets with Ameri- 
can armament authorities, He will 
return shortly to London,

“MURDEROUS PERIL” 


Tuesday’s edition of the Berlin 
newspaper Deutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung warned that “matters have 
come to a head.” 


“A brutally murderous peril 
hangs over the continent,” an ed- 
itorial in the newspaper said. “The 
Axis powers and their allies must 
hold out to the last.” 


A Moscow radio commentator 
predicted that Germany’s Atlantic 
wall would collapse when Anglo- 
American land and air forces 
open their drive against it. He 
said the Red army’s successful 
thrust through the fortifications 
ringing Sevastopol proved that 
any fortified line can be smashed. 
“The time for a front in the west 
is now ripe politically and the front 
has been prepared strategically,” 
the commentator said. “The Hitler 
clique cannot conceal its terror 
before a simultaneous onslaught 
(from the east and the west.) 
“When Allied troops land on the 
continent and the decisive struggle 
for the final rout of the enemy will 
begin, the final hour for the Fas- 
cist band will strike. A simultane- 
ous and merciless onslaught from 
the east and the west is the way 
to a quick and decisive victory for 
freedom-loving peoples.”

It is believed, however, that the 
conference agreed on a mild com- 
promise, which, in effect, means 
that the existing system of periodic 
meetings of high commissioners 
will handle the 
views between the various com- 
monwealth governments, Their de- 
liberations will be assisted, when 
necessary, by experts from the 
various capitals, 


The conference came to an 
agreement that when big issues 
are involved the simplest form of 
discussion would be for the prime 
ministers themselves to take a 
hand as they have done in the 
past, keeping each other advised 
on all major questions of mutual 
interest. 

The compromise means that Can- 
ada will be able to conduct her ex- 
ternal affairs exactly as her own 
interests’ dictate without being 
bound beyond keeping the other na- 
tions of the Commonwealth advised 
of her attitude—which Canada does 
automatically in the interest of 
maintaining a mutuality of con- 
fidence and solidarity within the 
Empire. 

ENHANCES PRESTIGE 


United Kingdom parliamentarians 
and the general public regard Can- 
ada’s prestige as greatly enhanced 
as a result of the conference since 
thé Dominion now assumes a vastly 
greater international role as 
spokesman for the British common- 
wealth among the nations of the 
new world. This she will do with the 
approval and backing of the rest of 
the Empire. 

A formal communique on ‘the 
results of the conference is ex- 
pected to be issued shortly.

Agree on Rule 
For Belgium, 
Netherlands 


LONDON, May !7. — (CP) — 
Britain and the United States 
yesterday completed arrange- 
ments with the governments of 
Belgium and the Netherlands for 
the civil administration of their 
European homelands as they are 
liberated by Allied invading 
forces, 

Simultaneously, it was announced 
here and in Washington that Rus- 
sia, Britain and the United States

SOVIET DRIVE HINTED 

Inclusion of Russia in the Nor- 
wegian agreement suggested the 
possibility of a Russian drive into 
Finland exfending to the far nor- 
thern tip of Finland's neighbor, 
Norway. 

The agreements with the three 
governments were all alike in sub- 
stance in that they provided: 

First, that the Allied com- 
mander heading expeditionary 
forces in a liberated area should 
have “supreme responsibility and 
authority over civil administra- 
tion” to the extent necessary to 
meet military requirements. 

And, second, civil administration 
shall be turned over to each of the 
responsible governments as quickly 
“as the military situation permits.” 

No formal agreement has been 
announced between the Allied 
powers and the French National 
Committee. 

In Algiers, the de Gaulle com- 
mittee Monday proclaimed itself to 
be the provisional government of 
France.

MONTREAL, May 17.—With one 
day’s results still to be tabulated, 
subscriptions to the Sixth Victory 
Loan by employees of the Canadian 
National Railways and subsidiary 
companies have amounted to $8,-

With the company subscription of 
$20,543,000, including purchases for 
the employees’ ‘pension fund, this 
brings the total amount for com- 
pany and employees to $28,980,800, 
which is the largest amount re- 
ported to date for any company and 
Its employees.

The Atlantic Battle 


Canada’s navy took another bad blow 
from the enemy in the sinking of the 
frigate Valleyfield. That is the sixteenth of 
our fighting ships lost though enemy ac- 
tion, a grim reminder of the danger which 
attaches to that branch of the services, but 
a tribute as well to the part it is playing in 
the fight for freedom. The casualties are 
heavy. There were only 38 survivors out of 
a crew of 164, As in most of the other 
sinkings, Edmonton men are among the 
missing, and the community shares the 
grief that has been brought to their homes 
and relatives. 

The location of the sinking was not 
given, other than that it happened some- 
where along the North Atlantic shipping 
route, Canadian ships are doing the convoy 
work in the western half of that favorite 
hunting ground of the Nazi submarines. 
The inference is drawn that the U-boats 
have been again sent out to check if they 
can the movement of men and supplies from 
this continent to Britain and the Mediter- 
ranean. The supposition is probably cor- 
rect, The Atlantic is Hitler’s first line of 
defence against invasion. The escort ships 
and planes which take the convoys through 
that danger zone are freighted with certain 
disaster for the Fuehrer and his Axis. The 
record shows what a fine job they are 
doing. 

The Battle of the Atlantic is not over. 
It will not be positively ended until the 
enemy is beaten into submission. But it is 
going in our favor—thanks to the courage 
and skill and vigilance of our seamen and 
their comrades of sts air. 


Wartime Phenomena 


There is a disposition on the part of the 
social minded to fall into acute distress 
over the fact that illegitimacy has shown 
an increase recently in Alberta, In Calgary, 
last year, there were 2,747 births of which 
208 were illegitimate, or 7.5 percent of the 
total. Edmonton's illegitimate births in 
1943 totalled 117 or 4.9 percent of the total. 

On the average, Alberta illegitimacy 
hovers between 4.3 and 5.8 percent. Thus, 
while Calgary's figures show an appre- 
ciable increase, Edmonton’s 1943 figure, 
although higher than immediately preced- 
ing years, is not notably abnormal consid- 
ered over a ten-year period. 

To minimize illegitimate births is high- 
ly desirable, and if the figures revealed a 
steady trend of increase there would be 
cause for alarm. But they show no such 
thing. Illegitimacy, for reasons it is unnec- 
essary to discuss here, is a common war- 
time phenomenon. Every war increases 
temporarily the number of illegitimate 
births, 

But after each war, the rate goes back 
no normal, There is no reason to expect it 
will not do so this time. As a matter of 
fact illegitimacy, especially in Edmonton, 
has shown a remarkably slight increase 
under all the circumstances, 

Perhaps it would be better to be jubilant 
over the slightness of the increase instead 
of falling into hysteria over the fact that 
an increase has occurred at all, 

Actually the situation is a compliment 
to the morals and self-control of our young 
people. It is ridiculous to translate normal 
wartime phenomena into signs that the 
rising generation is going rapidly to the 
dogs. 
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Burning Forests 


The forest fire situation in Alberta is 
bad, and has been growing worse at least 
in the region northwest of Edmonton as 
far as Grande Prairie, Eight separate fires 
were reported running in this part of the 
province at the beginning of the week, Not 
all of them were eating up valuable timber, 
but some were, A dry spring and unusual 
wind have provided ideal conditions and 
there is not much prospect that the de- 
struction will cease until heavy and pro- 
longed rains deluge the affected areas; 
Light rains will not extinguish a bush fire, 
nor heavy rain unless it falls for several 
days. 

There is no compensation and little 
consolation in knowing that this happens 
every year or almost every year, in vari- 
able degree. But there is ground for a kind 
of satisfaction in knowing that other sec- 
tions of the Dominion are often harder hit 
than Alberta. For in that lies the possibil- 
ity that we shall some time evolve a na- 
tional forest policy in which the prevention 


of fiyes will be a main teature. Provincial 
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efforts alone cannot cope with the probiem, 
for financial reasons if for no other. 

It would take an army of trained and 
equipped men to look after Canada’s for- 
ests, in this and other respects, and the 
cost would run to huge figures of annual 
expenditure, Are the forests worth it? No 
person doubts that they are worth it, if 
the consequences of continued neglect are 
considered. But as yet we have done no- 
thing effective in this matter—witness the 
fires which every year consume great 
areas of needed and none too plentiful tim- 
ber. 

The smoke that has for many days filled 
the air is more than a nuisance, It is all we 
shall ever get, privately or publicly, from 
considerable stands of trees which were 
worth preserving; and a visible reminder 
of Canada’s need to take better care of a 
valuable and one i resource. 


Planes from the Aleutians bombed 
Paramushiro and Shumushu again on 
Sunday. It is on this northern approach 
that the bombers are striking nearest to 
the islands which comprise the industrial 
and military heart of Japan. If Jap naval 
and air forces do not aim retaliatory blows 
against Aleutian and Alaskan bases one 
of these days that will probably be because 
ships and planes cannot be spared for 
offensive-defence operations in that quar- 
ter. Assumptions that Dutch Harbor and 
Anchorage have seen their last attacks 
are premature. 


If, as reported, the railway through the 
Brenner Pass has been put out of commis- 
sion, that is more important than the cap- 
ture of Rome would be. More important 
because without a continuous stream of 
supplies and freinforcements poured 
through that gap in the mountains, Rome 
must fall almost automatically with the 
disintegration of the Nazi forces in nor- 
thern Italy. The round-about route through 
France is no substitute for that funnel from 
industrial Germany into the enemy’s sup- 
ply depots in northern Italy. Any civilians 
living in and around dhe Brenner Pass will 
do well to clear out, for that is one area 
where Allied bombs are likely to fall as 
long as there is any movement of traffic 
through it by rail or road.

WASHINGTON—T he European 
neutrals who are sitting this war out 
find themselves under pressure to 
stop supplying aid to Germany. Both 
the United States and Britain are 
getting hard-boiled, or at any rate 
their attitude is a lot sterner than 
it was a few months ago.

Such a literature of 
Victory Gardening has sprung up, 
with so many rules, warnings, the- 
ories and alarms, that the reader is 
terrified to touch the soil. Incor- 
porate a ton of well-rotted (and un- 
obtainable) manure in the soil, the 
books say; apply a mixture of hy- 
drogen, nitrogen, phosphorus, peni- 
cillin and radium in the proportion 
of one in six at the rate of a gram 
and a half per cubic metre; dust 
all seeds with a combination of ar- 
senic, camphor, vitamin B and ba- 
nana oil and spread liquid tank- 
age (preferably cow) daily, before 
sunrise. It is all’nonsense and it 
is all a racket contrived by people 
who make a fat living telling other 
people to get thin in the labor of 
the soil. 

I speak as one of the oldest Vic- 
tory Gardeners in the country, a 
veteran of a few victories and in- 
numerable defeats. I speak as one 
who has tried all the advice of the 
experts and found it worthless; as 
one who, having rejected all scien- 
tific theory, has learned at last how 
to grow vegetables in defiance of 
every chemica] law. If you want 
science and chemistry, by all means 
listen to the experts. If you want 
vegetables, lister to me.

$1,500 at $7.50 a month would pay 
for the house in 20 years.

As for the Swedes, they have cut 
down their shipments of high grade 
iron ore to Germany from the pre- 
war high of 10,000,000 tons to 7,000,- 
000,000 tons. This was the figure set 
in a trade treaty signed with Eng- 
land and America last January. At, 
the same time, th Swedes agreed 
to reduce the volume of ball 
bearings shipped to the Reich, and 
in spite ef recent rumors to the con- 
trary, they say they are keeping 
within this agreement, 

Sweden's case differs from that 
of Spain, and Turkey. British and 
American ships can go into the 
ports of the other two neutrals to 
supply minimum necessities in re- 
turn for Spanish and Turkish 
goods, Caught inside Hitler's Eur- 
ope, the Swedes get only small 
amounts through the German 
blockade. They are dependent, for 


example, on Germany for coal to 
keep their industries going. 

A year ago I was.in Sweden with 
four other American newspapers 
men at the invitation of the Swed- 
ish government. We found the 
Swedish people overwhelmingly 
opposed to Naziism and in sympa- 
thy with the cause of the Allies. 

Many, in fact, seemed to feel 
their government had been too 
timid and too legalistic. That gov- 
ernment, made up of representat- 
tives of all parties, has now decided 
to stand on the January agreement, 
rejecting the plea to cut shipments 
of vital materials. 

For Americans fighting a war in 
which sons and brothers and hus- 
bands are being killed, it is hard to 
understand how another demo- 
cratic country can feel that way, 
On the other hand, it is impossible 
to imagine, 5,000 miles away, what 
it feels like to sit for five years 
under the shadow of the Hitler 
menace. It is hard to overcome a 
habit of caution growing out of the 
Armageddon of the past five years, 

The small countries, whether 
occupied or neutral, have rights 
that the big powers are bound to 
respect if any civilized order is to 
come out of the present hell. That 
goes even now on the eve of the 
war's great testing.

All that has stood between 
us and all the liquor we can hold 
have been the price and personal 
restraint which we possess in con- 
trasting proportions. This was re- 
peal beyond our greatest hopes.

Meanwhile, as this war has gone 
along, the soft drink trade has suf- 
fered much more than the liquor 
business, but with no noticeable 
protest or discontent, although I 
believe the ice-cream soda and the 
chocolate malted milk were at least 
as strongly established in the appe- 
tites and habits of the public.

Banking System 

Editor, Bulletin: The case of the 
defence of the Canadian banking 
system as it operates today could 
scarcely have had a more deadly 
blow struck at it even by Jerry Mc- 
Geer than was registered against 
it by the man who was deputed to 
defend it, Mr, Abbott, 

We could not have a better illu- 
stration of the extremes to which 
our orthodox financiers are driven 
in their desperate defence of an 
outworn system when tuey have to 
rely on such a childish argument 
as that advanced in the House of 
Commons by Mr, Abbott who is Mr, 
Ilsley’s parliamentary assistant. 
Mr. Abbott said that some of Mr, 
Slaght’s conceptions of banking 
were “complete nonsense” and then 
made a statement which showed 
that his own were even worse. 

His argument was that the banks 
in making a transaction simply 
act as agents between one section 
of the community that deposited 
money and the other that borrowed 
it, The bank profit being simply the 
difference between what they 
charged the borrower and what they 
paid the depositor. 

Such a statement might go down 
with grade three pupils but most 
Canadian people know by this time 
that most bank deposits are created 
by the loans the bankers make and 
they are allowed by law to loan 
about ten times as much as they 
actually have, and charge interest 


loons. They are regarded as luxur- 
ies, and for lack of first-class ine 
gredients and because of the short- 
age of even the substitutes, the 
supply to the people is relatively 
meagre and quite noticeably in- 
ferior. 

In their true form they are com- 
pletely innocent and there never 
was any problem of father, dear 
father, lushing ice cream sodas as 
the clock in the steeple struck one, 
because two of them was about the 
limit of the normal capacity and 
most customers were content with 
one at a sitting.

Yet, no control board takes any 
notice of this denial, as is done in 
the case of liquor at the moment 
by various authorities, fearful of 
bootlegging; and, while one does 
hear much personal apprehension 
of a liquor drought and consider- 
able talk of rising prices, due large- 
ly to taxation, those who have put 
soda-fountain drinks out of their 
lives have submitted so quietly that 
they seem not even to realize that 
they are doing without. It seems 
to be accepted though that the in- 
@redients, particularly the cream, 
are somehow going to “the troops,” 
or possibly to the Russians and the 
Greeks, and that this just has to be 
until better times. 

Yet these were not merely oc- 
casional drinks. One chain of drug 
stores made its soda fountains en- 
ermously popular with an uncom. 
monly rich chocolate malted milk 
served, for an innovation that was 
widely copied, in large, clean 
glasses, and the annual volume of 
the soda fountain business under 
normal conditions certainly gave it 
the dignity of an industry. 

Incidentally, in the story of the 
late Lt. Col. Dyess, who escaped 
from the Philippines, it was re- 
lated that one of his greatest de- 
sires on reaching the United States 
again was a chocolate malted milk. 
These Are not necessarily unmanly 
delights. 

So, if liquor must eventually be 
dealt with an eyedropper or vanish 
temporarily in the interests of the 
war effort, the case is hardly one 
to call for the release of supplies 
which may be needed for ex- 
plosives, tires or other essentials, 
This is another minor deprivation 
of a non-essential civilian diet,

New Plan For | 
Summer School 
This Province 


The provincial department of 
education has transferred to the 
University of Alberta faculty of 
education all its summer-school 
courses except those in shop and 
general shop subjects and a 
refresher course for former 
teachers, it was announced Wed- 
nesday by Dr. H. C, Newland, 
supervisor of schools, — 

The new arrangement, which is 
on an experimental basis, is a step 
towards placing teacher-training 
on a university-credit basis. Pros- 
pective enrolment for the summer 
courses, which begin on July 17 
and end on Aug. 26, has been set 
at 500 persons, 

“Most of the normal school staff 
will become university lecturers 
and instructors during the 1944} 
summer session,” Dr. Newland 
stated. “All courses, whether 
undergraduate or graduate, will 
carry credits towards a degree in 
education, 

“At the same time the courses 
will meet departmental require- 
ments for permanent certificates 
and for special certificates in 
music, art, home economics, 
physical education, commercial 
subjects and kindergarten and 
primary work, 


Two yea ago the university 
education faculty, at the request | 
of the department of education, set 
up a three-year undergraduate 
program, leading to a bachelor of 
education degree and a high school 
certificate. | 

“The new arrangement which | 
starts this summer is the first move | 
towards a unified plan for teacher- | 
training, in which the bachelor of 
education degree will be the term- | 
inal stage in training for every 
certificate, whether © elementary, 
intermediate or high school,” Dr. ;

Production of 
Alberta Butter 


Creamery butter production in 
Alberta for the month of April, 
2,675,885 pounds, is just .2 per 
cent behind the April, 1943 figure 
of 2,680,811 pounds, it was an- 
nounced Wednesday by D. H. Mc- 
Callum, provincial dairy commis- 
sioner. 

In the same comparative period, 
Dominion figures show a decrease 
of 13.6 per cent, to a 1944 total of 
19,882,437 pounds. 

Provincial cheese figures in April 
showed a 59.3 per cent gain over 
1943 totals, with 285,324 pounds pro- 
duced. Dominion cheese produc- 
tion gained 35.5 per cent over 1943 
production, with production at 
7,893,555 pounds, 

By regions, provincial butter pro- 
duction in April of this years was 

as follows: northern area, 1,024,478 
pounds; central, 1,066,781 pounds; 
and south, 584,626 pounds. 

January-April butter produc- 
tion for the province was 8,483,252 
pounds, 2.8 per cent behind 1943 
totals, when 8,724,524 pounds were 
made. 

Cheese production for the Jan- 
uary-April period in Alberta was 
up 52.9 per cent over last year's 
figures, with a total of 898,066 
pounds recorded. In the same per- 
iod, Canadian production totals 
were up 27.8 per cent to 15,675,740 
pounds, 

Mr. McCallum states in his re- 
port that a lack of rain in April 
seriously affected spring pastures, 
and retarded milk flow in many 
districts. However, recent snowfall 
in the northern areas have assured

An increase of 12 per cent in 
wheat acreage is forecast for the 
province for 1944, This would 
mean that 5,400,000 acres will be 
sown to wheat, compared to 4,829,- 
000 acres sown in 1943, 

Seeding in the Edmonton district 
became general around May 6, and 
no reductions in acreage sown to 
oats and rye, while wheat and 
barley acreage has been increased, 
Estimates on flax seeding point to 
a 25 per cent decrease, the report 
states, 

Livestock wintered well in this 
locality and cattle population shows 
a five per cent increase. Number 
of horses shows a decrease, while 
sheep and swine figures remain 

stationary, 

Province-wide crop reports indi- 
cate 80 per cent of wheat sown, 
oats 50 per cent, barley 35 per cent, 
and flax 20 per cent. Soil moisture 
conditions in the south and Peace 
River districts are “not satisfac- 
tory” but other areas report sur- 
face and subsoil moisture as fair. 

Estimates of intended acreage 
indicate an increase in wheat plant- 
ing, with some reductions in oats 
and barley sowings. A noticeable 
reduction in flax sown is reported. 


WHEAT INCREASE 

The increase in wheat sown is 
expected to reach 12 per cent, 
while oats and barley will drop by 
three and five per cent respect- 
ively. Flax acreage will he down 
by 18 per cent, and spring rye down 
10 per cent from 1943 plantings. 

Seed of registered and certified 
cereals have not been sufficient to 
meet the demand, it is reported. 
Frost damage to oats in the fall of 
1943 made it necessary to move a 
considerable quantity of seed oats 
to an area in west-central Alberta. 

Marketings of hogs, cattle and 
sheep have been particularly heavy, 
with record prices being paid for 
{top bulls at spring sales. A good 
demand exists for all classes of 
breeding stock, according to the 
report. 

Increasing interest in the poul- 
try industry continues, and a re- 
liable market and floor prices for 
eggs have helped in increasing 
production. Egg marketings have 
increased, and quality of the pro- 
duct is improved over last year, 
Sales of baby chicks have reach- 

ed a record high, and the agricul- 
ture department anticipates an 
increase in numbers of birds sold 
for meat, due to increased hatch- 
ings and satisfactory prices, 

“Very satisfactory” weather con- 
ditions for the beekeeping industry 
has been reported, and increased 
activity is expected this year.

Rye at Chicago 
Breaks Sharply 


CHICAGO, May 17—Rye prices broke 
more than two cents at times today, 
reaching new lows for the year, as 
selling came into the pit from commiss- 
ion houses. The weakness in rye in- 
fluenced other grains and December 
contracts of both wheat and oats were 
down about a cent. December barley 
was off around two cents. 

Weakness of rye at Winnipeg was a 
factor in creating liquidation in this 
market. Primary receipts of rye at 12 
Ptincipal terminals today totalled 341,- 
000 bushels against 12,000 a week ago 
and 74,000 a year ago. Rye was support- 
ed early on local shart-covering, but 
when this demand was satisfied the 
market reversed its trend and showed 
little ability to rally.

A letter from the King Edward 
Park and District Community 
League, requesting that the school 
board look into certain matters 
pertaining to the beautification of 
the school and the protection of 
the health and lives of the child- 
ren of the district, was heard at 
the meeting of the trustees Tues- 
day evening. 

To the request that the King Ed- 
ward Park school be repainted, the 
board felt that, although it had been 
several years since anything of this 
type had been done, it did not seem 
feasible, due to conditidns which 
exist at the present time. 


DISCUSS FIRE ESCAPES 


The next item considered was the 
wooden fire escapes on the outside 
of the school. The community, it 
was stated, seems to feel that this 
is a sérious threat to the safety of 
the children, “In the event of a 
serious fire they would be useless 
and the children in the upstairs 
room would be trapped,” the letter 
stated. 


After a careful survey the com- 
mittee in charge found there were 
two exits to each room. A test 
was made. It was found that the 
children reached the fire drill 
exit in 27 seconds. This wooden 
fire escape is kept in perfect con- 
dition and no danger will likely 
occur if things are handled as ef- 
ficiently as they are now, the 
board felt. 


The third question dealt with the 
fact that there are no sewers in the 
district and the installation of a 
septic tank and inside toilets to re- 
place the present outside ones, 
should be considered. 

It was generally agreed by the 
board that it is in no position to 
do anything about this at present, 
pointing out that as there are some 
three or four other schools that 
would have to be taken into con- 
sideration on this matter, it would 
be a very large undertaking. Due 
to lack of funds it would be im- 
possible to do anything at the mo- 
ment. 


DISPOSE OF MATTER 

A. E. Ottewell made a motion 
that a courteous reply be made to 
the letter and that the matter be 
disposed of for the time being. 

The committee, representing the 
Bonnie Doon Community League, 
which appeared before the board at 
the last meeting again appeared to 
press their case in the proposal to 
close off a portion of two thorough- 
fares, 87 avenue and 93 street, to 
provide more community play- 
ground space. 

The board referred them to 
take the matter up with the city 
engineer, to see what arrange- 
ments and conditions are required 
to realize such an objective,

Christian Science brings a new 
heaven and a new earth to every-| 


one who understands its Principle 
and applies its rules. Through it, 
heaven becomes a present state of 
harmony, health, and happiness, 
and earth expresses heaven's glor- 
ies, Thie Science makes all that is 
really desirable, worthy, and ideal 
possible of accomplishment. And 
how does Christian Science do this? 
By explaining God to us, thus mak- 
ing Him understandable, adorable, 
and demonstrable. Also, by making 
clear to us the true character—that 
is, the spiritual nature—of His crea- 
tion, man and the universe, 
In the Christian Science 
book, “Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures” by Mary 
Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, God 
is defined as follows (p.587): “God, 
The great I Am; the all-knowing, 


all-secing, all-acting, all-wise, all- 
loving, and eternal; Principle; 
Mind; Soul; Spirit; Life; Truth; 


Love; all substance; intelligence.” 
Because God is our God, it is cor- 
rect to say that God is our Mind, 
our Life, our Soul, our Principle, 
our Love, our substance and intel- 
ligence. All Christians unite in that 
prayer which begins, “Our Father 
which art in heaven.” Then, with 
the clearer understanding of our 
Father, God, imparted by this def- 
inition, we can pray more intelli- 
gently for ourselves and others. 

Suppose our life, or the life of a 
friend or dear one, seemed to be in 
danger, we could then turn to this 
declaration at the beginning of the 
Lord's Prayer, and substitute the 
name Life for Father, so that we 
would pray, “Our Life which is in 
beaven,” It is generally believed 
that there is no disease in heaven, 
for heaven is a state of harmony. 
Also, there is no hatred, no fear, no 
bullet, no poisonous gas, and no de- 
structive weapon in that heaven 
wherein is our Life. Heaven is that 
state of consciousness that knows 
Life as our Father, as the source of 
our being, as maintainer of our 
existence. It is most certainly im- 
possible for death to enter Life, to 
affect or influence it, for then God 
would immediately lose His nature 
or character as Life, and would be- 
come His opposite, death. 

And yet, most human beings be- 
lieve that this impossibility is possi- 
ble, for they admit as real that 
which they cognize with the phys- 
ical senses. These senses deceive a 
every turn, so we cannot trust them 
nor believe what appears to them 
to be real. Jesus refused to believe 
these senses, even when they in- 
formd him, and those about him, 
that the widow's son, Jairus’ dau- 
ghter, and his friend Lazarus, were 
dead. Nor did he accept the ap- 
pearance of death, for he knew that 
God, Mind, Truth, Love, Principle, 
is our Life which is in heaven—in 
eternal harmony. 

The thought may come to you 
that Jesus’ ability to do these 
things was supernatural, and that 
his relationship to God as His Son 
was different from our relationship 
to God. But it was Jesus who 
taught us the prayer which begins 
with the words, “Our Father.” He 
did not say, “My Father,” but “Our 
Father,” which makes our and 
Jesus’ relationship to God the same. 
This was recognized by John, who 
wrote, “Behold. what manner of 
love the Father hath bestowed up- 
on us, that we should be called the 
sons of God.” And he goes on to 
say, “Now are we the sons of God.” 
Is it not a bit of heaven on earth to 
know that, now and here, we are 
the offspring, the outcome, the em- 
anation of our Father, our Life, 
which is in heaven, in harmony? 

Mrs. Eddy writes (Unity of 
Good, p. 37): “Human beings are 
physically mortal, but spiritually 
immortal, The evil accompanying 
physical personality is illusive and 
mortal; but the good attendant up- 
on spiritual individuality is immor- 
tal. Existing here and now, this

Police Agreement 
Is Not Yet Signed 


The new five-year agreement be- 
tween the Dominion and provincial 
governments for policing of Alberta 
by the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police has not yet been signed by 
the senior government, it was stat- 
ed Wednesday by Hon, Lucien May- 
nard, K.C., attorney-general. 

The agreeemnt was signed by 
provincial authorities some time} 
ago, and forwarded to Ottawa for 
signature by the Dominion govern- 
ment, 

The present agreemeni will ex- 
pire May 31, It has run from year 
to year, and was automatically re- 
newed with minor changes. The 
new agreement is substantially the 
same as the one now in force, and 
no change has been made in the 
cost of police services to the proy- 
ince, $255,000 annually. 

The R.C.M.P. requested a longer 
agreement with the province than 
the one-year pact, to pave the way 
for installation of up-to-date com- 
munication and other equipment in 
this province, 
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Eire comprises 
land—the balance is included 
Northern Ireland, politically a mem- 
ber of the United Kingdom. 


One of the most limiting and de- 
lusive of beliefs is that our life is 
in the material body, whereas we 
live in our thinking, in true con- 
sciousness.

The Biblical allegory about Ad- 
am, who went into a deep sleep and 
dreamed all sorts of impossible 
things —which seemed perfectly 
possible to him, as they always do 
to one in a dream state—is a gra- 
phic description of a material uni- 


| verse and a mortal man. Mrs, Eddy 


tells us that in this text in Genesis, 
the garden of Eden “stands for the 
mortal, material body” (Science 
/and Health, p. 526). Adam dreamed 
}that he had been put into a mater- 
lial body, and it seemed to him in 
|his dream to be a beautiful garden, 
until he met that impossible crea- 
/ture, a talking serpent. Then Adam 
|dreamed that Eve listened to the 
serpent, and that he, Adam, also lis- 
tened to it talking through Eve. 
But he thought it was Eve talking, 
whereas she knew that such talk 
could not come from man, and that

and evil. As God had not created 
evil, and therefore had no knowl- 
ledge of it, they would then know 
more than God knew. Only in a 
dream state could one be made 
to believe that something exists 
which the all-knowing Mind, God, 
does not know, or did not create. 
Only one in a dream or a deluded 
state of thought, could imagine that 
a knowledge of evil, of materialism, 
of a physical creation, could be of 
any benefit to man, could enlighten 
him, or make him a god. Rather 
does this knowledge put man in 
bondage to all the ills that flesh is 
heir to, and it makes him a mortal 
as well—with a helpless beginning 
and a hopeless, doleful end. 

Is not this the dream we are all 
dreaming? Are we not dreaming 
that we have been put into a ma- 
terial body which we must feed, 
dress, and ‘keep, just as Adam 
dreamed that the Lord had put him 
in the garden of Eden “to dress it 
and to keep it’? Except that to- 
day we do not believe that it is the 
Lord who demands of us that we 
feed this body certain vitamins, 
keep it in certain climates, and 
exercise it. Nor do we believe that 
it is the Lord who requires of us 
that we ask the body whether we 
are able to go to business, eat our 
meals, or feel healthy. But we do 
think that these are requirements 
of material medicine, hygiene, cus- 
tom, or tradition, which we, must 
obey. Thus these material modes 
become the gods we worship and 
the seeming power to which we are 
in bondage. 

God, who, according to the Bible, 
if “of purer eyes than to behold 
evil,” could not bestow on man the 
ability to behold it—an ability God 
Himself does not possess. So, as 
this allegory brings out, it is a 
subtle, serpentine suggestion which 
claims that man can know evil. In 
the Adam-dream, the serpent had 
to give to its claims and appearance 
of the power of authority, so it 
said, “For God doth know that in 
the day ye eat thereof, then your 
eyes shall be opened, and ye shall 
be as gods, knowing good and evil.” 
Only in a dream could the lie seem 
true that God knows evil and that 
good can come through evil. And 
only in a dream could seem true 
this lie’s resultant beliefs, that God 
sends or permits suffering, disease, 
and death, and that, in some unac- 
countable way, they can produce 
betterment. 

If God sent disease and death, He 
would not have the power to des- 
troy them, for, in reason and in 
fact, the cause of disease and death 
cannot produce their cure. Only in 
a dream state does this seem pos- 
sible. Mrs. Eddy writes (Science 
and Health, p. 556): “Sleep is dark- 
ness, but God's creative mandate 
was, “Let there be light.’ In sleep, 
cause and effect are mere illusions. 
They seem to be something, but 
are not. Oblivion and dreams, not 
realities, come with sleep. Even so 
goes on the Adam-belief, of which 
mortal and material life is the 
dream.” 

If sleep is darkness, then the 
works of darkness are but dreams, 
and we need not fear them, flee 
from them, nor suffer from them. 
The one thing we do need to do is 
to awaken from them, and behold 
the light of Truth, or that which is 
true about all things. Paul wrote 
to the Ephesians: “Have no fellow- 
ship with the unfruitful works of 
darkness, but rather reprove them. 
... But all things that are reproved 
are made manifest by the light: for 
whatsoever doth make manifest its 
light.” This has been translated by 
Moffatt as follows: “Have nothing 
to do with the fruitless enterprises 
of the darkness, but rather expose 
them.” Christian Science does ex- 
pose the works or enterprises of 
darkness by showing them to be 
but illusions, dreams, false beliefs, 
errors, misapprehensions of truth, 
without substance, entity, or reality. 

Error’s Motlve-Power 

Today, the exposure of the works 
or enterprises of darkness is mak- 
ing their nature more clearly and 
generally understood. Many recog- 
nize that the use of human will- 
power to carry out unscrupulous de- 
signs, to exploit the baser insticts 


of the carnal mind, and mentally |: 


to invade nations and terrorize 
them with fear, must be overcome 
with weapons other than those em- 
ployed in mere physical combat. 

Quite evidently, a mental revolu- 
tion, as well as human warfare, is 
going on today, and in the flux of 
this transitional state we are keenly 
cognizant of unhappy and discord- 
ant conditions. We hear of lack on 
every side, and we may well wonder 
what it is all about, as there is the 
same amount of land, sea, and air, 
and there are also the same seasons, 
mines, and metals, as there were in 
times past. And yet, mankind is 
engaged in apparently destroying it- 
self through senseless carnage. As 
these basic material resources have 
not, changed, this pheaval—its 
causes, purposes and aims—must be 
wholly mental. What, then, is the 
mental state that is causing the 
war; and what is the mental or 
spiritual state that will cure it? 

It must be evident to all that cer- 
tain mental influences, such as will- 
power, fear, greed, hatred, envy, dis- 
honesty, domination, lust for money, 
place and power, have moved men, 
to physical combat; and that until 
these influences are disposed of, 
warfare of this sort will continue. 
It must also be evident that such 
things as poison gas, bullets, and 
bombs cannot destroy these mental 
influences; rather are they in- 
creased and inflated thereby. Logi-

mean a conflict of wills, There is 
only one remedy, and that is to 
pray, “Thy will be done in earth, 
as it is in heaven.” Mrs, Eddy has 
interpreted this to mean, “Enable 
us to knuw,—as in heaven, so on 
earth—God is omnipotent,  su- 
preme” (Science and Health, p 17). 
We must utilize this divine will, 
which expresses God's omnipotence 
and is His law of good. The 
human will that would produce 
evil claims to operate in the 
dark, unseen and unknown, until 
suddenly its effect is made evident 
in some injurious, discordant, or 
erroneous condition. It is not with- 
in the power of the human will to 
produce good, as God alone is good 
and is everywhere present. Good, 
therefore, cannot be, and does not 
need to be, reproduced; rather 
must it be discerned and utilized. 
The understanding that there is but 
one will, one Mind, one influence, 
one power and presence exposes 
the nothingness of the claim to a 
will, an influence, a mind or power 
apart from God. 


The attempt to influence others 
through the use of the human will, 
either for good or evil infringes 
the rights of man to be self-gov- 
erned, and to do his own thinking 
according to divine Principle. In 
order to preserve the rights of man 
in the mental realm, we must un- 
derstand the oneness of divine 
Mind as our Mind which is in 
heaven, in harmony, where it can- 
not be invaded nor influenced, for 
it is All, and besides it there is no 
other. Mrs, Eddy writes (Science 
and Health, p 490): “Will-power is 
but a product of belief, and this be- 
lief commits depredations on har- 
mony. Human will is an animal 
propensity, not a faculty of Soul. 
Hence it cannot govern man aright. 
Christian Science reveals Truth 
and Love as the motive-powers of 
man.” 

Jesus told us that we were to 
know the truth, and that the truth 
would make us free. So, if we will 
but know the truth, namely, that 
the motive-powers of man are 
Truth and Love, we shall be set 
free from the suggestion that will- 
power is motivating man, driving 
and confusing him, making him 
apathetic, blinding him to the error 
which is attacking him, causing 
him to scatter his fire, and to be so 
weighed down with inertia that he 
is unable to follow up, with a con- 
tinuance of energetic, intelligent, 
spiritual activity, victories he may 
have already won. The Christian's 
warfare, which is the Christian 
Scientist's warfare, can only be won 
with the weapons of Truth. These 
weapons, or ideas of Truth, over- 
shadow all the mental arguments of 
will-power, and bring “into cap- 
tivity every thought to the obed- 
ience of Christ,” as Paul puts it. 
“The land of Christian Science” 

Many today are trying to find 
refuge from the evils of will-power 
by changing their geographical lo- 
cation and going to some place or 
land where there seems to be com- 
parative safety. But there is only 
one Jand where there is true secu- 
rity and peace, and this land is 
wholly spiritual and mental, so that 
we can enter it instantly through 
thought, irrespective of circum- 
stance, condition, or place. This is 
the land of spiritual existence 
sought by Abraham, Moses, and the 
children of Israel, and which each 
was admonished to “go in and pos- 
cess.” We also must take possession 
of this land through that thinking 
which acknowledges that God, 
good, alone governs. No lawless 
domination of will-power can in- 
vade this land, for there is but one 
Mind here, governing itself; and 
this self-government is expressed 
by man. There can be no thought- 
transferencg of hatred, fear, or 
domination in this land, or state of 
consciousness, because the one in- 
finite Mind which is everywhere 
present includes all thought and it 
is good. Mrs, Eddy beheld this land, 
or state of consciousness, and 
spoke of it as “the land of Christ- 
jan science, where fetters fall and 
the rights of man are fully known 
and acknowledged” (Science and 
Health, pp. 226, 227), 

What are some of these rights of 
man that are fully known and ac- 
knowledged in this land of Chris- 
tian Science? Freedom to think and 
act according to divine Principle is 
one of these God-given rights. Free- 
dom to know and to do good, free- 
dom to live that Life which is 
deathless, to live peaceably, to be 
useful, happy, healthy, radiant, 
strong, intelligent, are some of the 
rights of man that are fully known 
and acknowledged in this land of 
Christian Science. 


The following Biblical statements 
are cited by Mrs. Eddy as setting 
forth the rights of man: 

“Let us make man in our image, 

after our likeness; and let them 
have dominion.” 
“Behold, I give unto you power 
. . over all the power of the 
enemy: and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you.” 

“If a man keep my saying, he 
shall never see death.” 

Then every time we prove that 
man is the image and likness of 
God; that he has the dominion of 
divine Life, Truth, and love; every 
time we utilize our God-given 
power over the false, injurious in- 
fluences of the human will, and 
give evidence that the convulsions 
of the carnal mind as manifested in 
war, disaster, sin, and disease, can- 
not hurt us, we are exercising the 
divine rights of man. It is our 
divine right to turn to our God, 
Mind, rather than to matter as our 
medicine, as that which maintains 
us in health; for the Mind that 
creates man preserves him whole 
and harmonious. 

According to the constitutional 
Bill of Rights in this country, it 
is the right of the people to be se- 
cure in their persons, their houses, 
paper's and effects. In the land of 
Christian Science, it is the right 
of man to maintain his house, or 
consciousness, as inviolable. Mrs. 
Eddy writes (The People's Idea of 
God, p. 11), “Above the platform of 
human rights let us build another 
staging for divine claims,—even the 
supremacy of Soul over sense, 
wherein man cooperates with and 

is made subject to his Maker.” 

One of man’s inalienable rights 
is to love and to be loved by God 
and man, War is a denial of this 


right to love and to be loved by 
God and man, no matter what the 
material circumstances may appear 
to be. Mrs, Eddy writes (Science 
and Health, p, 571), “Clad in the 
panoply of Love, human hatred 
cannot reach you.” This truth 
realized will protect mortals from 
becoming either the instruments or 
the victims of hatred. In Christian 
Science, war is treated in the same 
way as is disease—that is by awak- 
ing from its mesmeric sugges- 
tions to the truth that God's har- 
money, love and peace—His heaven 
—are actually here on earth. 

The forces of hell would make us 
believe that there is no oneness of 
Mind, nor of men. These forces 
would deny that we have one Fa- 
ther, divine Love; that we are 
brethren; that we love one another; 
and that we can be governed by 
the rules of Christianity, as given 
us in the Sermon on the Mount. We 
all envision a world in which peace 
reigns, and war shall be no more. 
In God's universe, which is the only 
real universe, there is no conflict, 
no war, taking place. But in order 
to attain this universe, or state of 
consciousness, we must prove that 
the evidence to the contrary is but 
a mesmeric state, an illusion. 


Jesus said of the times when 
there would be “distress of na- 
tion draweth nigh.” If we keep our 
“failing them for fear, and for 
looking after those things which 
are coming on the earth.” And he 
added, “When these things begin to 
come to pass, then look up, and lift 
up your heads; for your redemp- 
tion draweth night.” If we keep our 
gaze and thought fixed on the 
things which are happening on 
earth} we are not going to be able 
to look up to Truth, or to what is 
happening in heaven, and behold 
its demonstration on earth. In 
Christian Science we are not at- 
tempting to improve earth's dream 
or its mesmeric state. Rather is our 
effort to cease dreaming, by being 
awake to Truth, by taking posses- 
sion of the land of Christian Sci- 
ence through that spiritual under- 
standing which acknowledges God 
as our Father, and beholds men as 
the sons of God, as brethren who 
love and cherish one another and 
who express God one to the other. 


The Close of Material History 


Mrs. Eddy tells us that “material 
history is drawing to a close” (No 
and Yes, p. 45). The beliefs of a 
material world, a material man with 
a mortal history, are being super- 
seded by. the apprehension of a 
spiritual universe, and by the truth 
of man’s being as the son of God. 
The history of this son of God is 
written in the understanding and 
demonstration of spiritual being in 
the lives of’ men. Mrs, Eddy tells 
us (Christian Healing, p. 11), “We 
are in the midst of a revolution; 
physics are yielding slowly to mea- 
physics; mortal mind rebels at its 
own boundaries; weary of matter, 
it would catch the meaning of 
Spirit.” Human modes, theories. 
practices, and events are working 
out their own destruction, for their 
day is waning; and they are being 
replaced by the Science of Mind, 
with its unfoldment of the true and 
eternal history of God, man, and 
the universe. This history is good, 
harmonius, healthy, and construc- 
tive. There is nothing in man’s his- 
tory of which he can be ashamed, 
that he needs to hide, to fear, or 
from which he should flee. His 
status with God is eternal perfec- 
tion, and this status is recorded in- 
delibly in consciousness, or, as the 
Bible puts it, “in the book of life.” 

There have been various proph- 
ecies and prognostications about 
the end of the world, which is but 
another way of saving that mater- 
ial history is drawing to a close. 
Many have dreaded such a time, 
for the material world has seemed 
to them to be the reality, whereas 
spiritual consciousness, or the land 
of spiritual thoughts, has seemed 
distant and remote. To the Chris- 
tian Scientist, the end of the world 
does not mean the destruction of 
people and things, but the destruc- 
tion of a false sense of God, man, 
and the universe. Christian Science 
shows us that the end of material- 
ism is to be welcomed, and that it 
can be brought about by translating 
all that is material into its spiritual 
original, about which the material 
is a lie. Matter is but a material 
misstatement about man and the 
universe, whereas the “new tongue” 
is the true spiritual statement about 
them. Mrs. Eddy says (Christian 
Healing, p. 7): “‘The new tongue’ 
is the spiritual meaning as opposed 
to the material. It is the language 
of Soul instead of the senses; it 
translates matter into its original 
language, which is Mind. and gives 
the spiritual instead of the material 
signification.” 

If we know man as God knows 
him we shall never lose him. Nei- 
ther sin, hatred, fear, disease, dis- 
tance, nor death, hides man from 
God; and if we translate the ma- 
terial concept of man into the spir- 
itual concept of him, we shall find 
that we include the right idea of 
him in our consciousness eternally. 
When we translate the human con- 
cept of one another into the divine, 
we shall know one another as our 
divine Mind which is in heaven 
knows us, and we shall behold one 
another as the image of God, un- 
touched by materialism, unsullied 
by sin, undisturbed by sickness, un- 
obstructed and unstopped by death. 
Each time we translate the mater- 
ial concept of man and the universe 
into Mind, the end of some worldly 
belief, with its material history, 
takes place. Every false earth-born 
belief must be replaced by a radi- 
ant truth, 

In Christian Science we learn 
that, as more and more of our div- 
ine Mind or Being which is in 
heaven becomes apparent here, 
harmony replaces discord, joy con- 
quers sorrow, and heaven is reveal- 
ed on earth, Earth is today alight 
with heaven's glow; and that, be- 
cause through the ages there have 
been human beings who have been 
awake to its effulgence, and have 
dared to walk in the Christ-light 
which has illumined their con- 
sciousness. The spiritual thinking 
of these individuals has made them 
clear transparencies for the revela- 
tion of the Christ, Truth.
